A spokesman said a C-82 cargo- 
transport plane would make a 
fourth try at snatching a glider 
carrying the men off the 7,000 foot 
icecap. Strong winds and bad 
weather have blocked rescue ef- 
forts since Saturday. 

In the first two rescue attempts, 
the glider’s wheels broke through 
the ice crust and the light, wooden 
craft “nosed up.” The wheels were 
then removed so the glider’s belly 
would act like a skid. 

A third attempt failed when a 
tow line coupling snapped after 
the glider had been lifted about 
50 feet in the air. 

The Air Force spokesman said 
if the transport-glider technique 
failed again, the rescue teams will 
try using a C-47 transport equipped 
with skiis and rockets for a land- 
ing and takeoff on the icecap. Sev- 
eral helicopters are standing by,’ 
but the Air Force is skittish of 
their use in the 40 to 50 mile an 
hour winds.

Feud Is So Childish 


“Cola” wars have become somewhat of a fad 
since the end of the last shooting scrape and 
the sporting scene is not without its share of 
them. 

In fact, a couple have been yery much in the 

news recently. The first was the meeting of the 
two professional football leagues in an effort to make peace and 
the second was the continued chilly atmosphere surrounding the 
Big Nine-Pacific Coast Rose Bowl tieup. 

The latter reached a new low in something or other when 
Coach Bob Voigts, of Northwestern University, decreed that 
West Coast writers would be barred from his practice ses- 
sions while Midwestern scribes would be greeted at same 
with epen arms and king-size welcome mats. 

Naturally, this irked the fellows on the Coast no little and, 
frankly, I don’t blame them. 

There’s nothing a sportswriter—or any other self-respect- 
ing newspaperman, for that matter—dislikes any more than 
the suggestion he can’t be trusted. 

Offhand, I can think of no other reason for Voigts’ refusal to 
‘ admit writers except those from his own back yard. 
In the first place, I can’t recall the name of

any sportswriter with enough technical knowl- 
edge of football to be of much assistance to a coach in getting ready 
for a game—even if he was so inclined to furnish it. 

Generally, the boys in the press box are too busy keep- 
ing up with the position of the ball and the names of the 
players to become well-versed in the intricacies of the game. 
But above that, I have never met one I believed would delib- 

erately spy on a team’s practice sessions for the benefit of its oppo- 
nent. And that’s more than I can say for some of the coaches, as 
proven by the infamous incident at the ’Gator Bowl last New Year's. 

Coach Bill Alexander had the right attitude out at Tech: 
during his coaching days. 

“Hell,” he remarked, “I'd hate to try and win a game on 
anything a newspaperman told me.’ 

Apparently, California’s Lynn Waldorf is of the same opin- 
ion, since he invited. Midwestern writers to attend the Golden 


Bears’ workouts. 
Others Did It However, in fairness to Voigts it should be noted 
that he is not setting a precedent, instead merely 
following one established by Illinois’ Ray Eliot and Michigan’s 
Fritz Crisler in the first two Rose Bowl! games under the present 
alliance. 
Of course, the outcome of those two games would indi- 
cate that the Big Nine schools were unduly alarmed because

This is about the Frank Bettis case. 

He was arrested after asking a Klan 
parade to move away from his neighbor- 
hood in the Northside because there was 
iliness on both sides of the street and ar- 
dent policemen had been riding up and 
down for an approximate hour and a half 
with sirens going. There isn’t much doubt 
but that they were a part of the show, 
whether officially or not. Maybe they 
were just putting on one of their own. 


We have investigated. Two ministers 
of standing were with Bettis. There were 
many other witnesses. The man is known 
as a religious worker who does not drink. 
Yet, after his protest, he was arrested 
four blocks from the scene of his protest. 
The reason for it is plain. 

We are conyinced he was shoved 
around. 

We think it was an outrage. 

We trust the Grand Jury will go into 


it very thoroughly. We even think the 
Klansman to whom Bettis protested 
should come forward in his behalf. 

Instead, young businessmen who are 
to testify for Bettis report efforts to in- 
timidate them. They have the courage 
and the decency to testify just the same. 

We believe Bettis will be turned loose 
with the apologies of the court. 

If he is we trust the policemen in- 
volved will be fired, summarily. 

We then hope that Bettis files suit 
against the officers and the County for 
false arrest. 

The police are paid by the taxpayers 
—not by the Klan. Bettis’ rights are those 
of any other honest, decent citizen. If 
the Klan believes in Americanism, as it 
professes, let it testify for Bettis. That 
he should be embarrassed and harassed 
in this fashion becomes more and more 
a cause to arouse the support of every 
thoughtful citizen. 


The Thomas Tower Papers - 


Georgians are gratified that the Uni- 
versity again has been able to obtain his- 
toric documents relating to the early days 
of the colony. 

The Thomas Tower papers, five of 
which were purchased by the University 
at an auction in London Monday, are not 
considered comparable in historic value to 
the Thomas Phillips papers purchased a 


year ago. But the Tower papers were 
bought for $1,135, while the Phillips docu- 
ments cost $17,000. 

The encouraging fact is that sufficient 
interest is maintained in the State’s early 
periods to enable such documents to be 
brought to their proper resting place in 
the archives of a State institution. We 
hope that interest will continue. 


An Intelligent Approach to Our Traffic Problem 


Christmas shoppers do not need to be 
told of the need to improve the flow of 
traffic in downtown areas and at the 
same time provide additional parking 
spaces. 

Like a great many other cities, At- 
lanta is faced with a situation which is 
critical at best and which appears to be 
growing more so. The alternative to bold 
steps is intensified congestion which 
eventually will seriously affect the city’s 
business houses and lower the value of 
downtown real estate. 


City Council, in conjunction with the 
Mayor, finally has moved to cope with 
the problem. It has asked the General 
Assembly, which convenes in January, to 
authorize the city to provide off-street 
parking facilities so that street parking 
can be prohibited altogether in most 
downtown areas. It is a credit to Council 
that this resolution was passed unani- 
mously. 


Elimination of street parking is the 
only way to get at the root of the prob- 
lem. Most Atlanta streets are too narrow 
to provide space for parked cars and at 
the same time accommodate a traffic flow 
which reaches nearly a half-million cars 
on a normal day. And with traffic on the 
increase, the situation can be expected 
to get worse instead of better unless 
drastic measures are taken. 
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Obviously, Council’s move two weeks 
ago to ban parking on part of Peachtree 
and segments of nine other downtown 
streets was only a beginning. When this 
ban goes into effect, probably immediate- 
ly after the holidays, only 388 street-park- 
ing spaces will have been closed. But 
when parking is prohibited on all of the 
streets in the central business area, which 
eventually must come to pass, approxi- 
mately 6,000 additional parking spaces 
will be needed, according to figures sup- 
plied by the Greater Atlanta Traffic Im- 
provement Association. The Lochner re- 
port states that 7,000 more off-street park- 
ing spaces will be necessary in years to 
come to keep pace with the city’s growth. 

Parking lot operators are not expected 
to oppose the city’s request for the right 
to condemn property for use as off-street 
parking space. They could, however, be 
expected to oppose, and with justification, 
the creation’of a Parking Authority whose 
powers might extend over their own op- 
erations. Though whatever parking fa- 
cilities are obtained by the city most 
likely will be leased to private operators. 
City Council and the Mayor doubtless will 
retain supervisory powers over their op- 
eration, including the right to establish 
maximum charges. 

It is gratifying that at last an intelli- 
gent start has been made toward solving 
Atlanta’s. biggest problem.

Just What Is ‘Political Significance’?

And the people are more interested just 


now in re-reading the Christmas Story in Gospel of Luke than they are in reading pieces b olitical 
writers trying to interpret the significant eyebrow raising of political figures in their Shiteeimers. 


Speaking of significance, how significant is 
political significance? One grocerman jerked us 
back to a normal view of things just as we were 
getting mired up shoulder deep in politics last 
Summer. Speakers from one faction were at- 
tempting to frighten the people with dire fore- 
bodings of Communists taking over Georgia if 
it weren’t put in charge of the State. Speakers 
of the other f&mction warned that Naziism’s dicta- 
torial methods would rule the State if this faction 
failed to win. We were rushing from one faction 
to the other, eagerly grasping their latest quota- 
tions and attempting to speculate on who might 
be the eventual winner. 

As some timid souls became so fearful of 
Georgia's future they wouldn’t vote for either 
candidate, we asked our groceryman for a “man- 
in-the-street” view of the race. 

“T’ve been running a store for many years,” 
he replied. “We've had several Governors dur- 
ing that time. I can’t say as it made any dif- 
ference to the price of potatoes in my store who 
was Governor.” 


How significant is political significance? 
Men make the game of politics their life’s 
work. They live it, breath it and eat it. 
They live it in their offices in the State Capi- 
tol all day long, they are with it at luncheon 
and at dinner engagements, and they slip 
away into hotel rooms to hold secret political 
conferences. As a doctor develops a good 
bedside manner, a politician develops a good 
“this-is-just-between us” confidential man- 

wouldn’t tell you the time of day 
without moving over inte a corner and whis- 
pering to you. They grow grey and develop 
ulcers early as they watch every utterance 
from political rulers for some signs of hid- 
den meanings. 


Political writers go nuts trying to read be- 
tween the lines and tie loose ends together so 
as to let the citizens know what really is cook- 
ing oehind the generalities. All of this behind- 
the sceries moving and speculating is important 
to political people and writers and it sometimes 
makes good headlines. 


The 7 aeest headlines made in Georgia’s re- 
cent political nistory was the 

feud” of early 1947. Jt was news of so vital 
importance—-as factions came perilously near 
armed conflict—that 25 writers from nationally 
known papers throughout the nation camped 
here as “war correspondents.” 

A church friend of ours pulled us back to 
putting this incident into its normal perspective. 
He observed that several leaders of the two 
factions have changed sides since that night of 
Jan. 13, 1947. He predicted that the whole in- 
cident wouldn’t occupy much space in history 
books on Georgia in years to come. 

Not nearly as much space as the Bible de- 
votes to the story of a Baby, whose birth the 
world ceiebrates next Saturday.

This big shot, that birdshot, this fable, that 
foible—they’re all so much blown-up rubber for the 42 keys on 
Rambunctious Robert’s typewriter. ‘‘Loaded” is on the best-seller 
lists, and you don’t have to read much of it before you know why. 

: ~ 59. “NEW YORK CONFIDENTIAL” by Jack Lait 
City Guide and Lee Mortimer ought to make everybody | 
happy except the lads in the guidebook business. It’s a district-by- | 
district description of East Side, West Side, all around the town, 
and it tells the nightseer how to avoid sin—but, of course, in the 
telling it points out where it is. 

6. “THE DAMON RUNYON STORY” by Ed Weiner is a biog- 
raphy of the greatest Broadway Boswell of them all, with a love- 
letter introduction by Walter Winchell. The late Damon is still the 
yardstick by which all columnists are measured and found want- 
ing, and in 250 easy-reading pages Weiner has caught the flavor 
and wonder of the man who practically invented a new language. 
Phone Santa for a copy, and if his line is busy try vour bookseller. 

7. “SHAKE WELL BEFORE USING” by Bennett Cerf (bossman 
of Random House) is like a bowl! of salted peanuts—it’s hard to 
keep from dipping into it once you’ve started. “Snake” is undoubt- 


edly the best joke book for grownups since the same author's 
“Try and Stop Me” just about put the book business back in busi- 
ness two years ago.

Would 
it not be salutary, if not completely practical, to 
provide that the voter who gives or accepts a 
bribe may be deprived of the privilege and re- 
sponsibility of voting (for a set term, say five 
years)? 

' The imbecile, and the individual who buys 
or sells a vote, has no inherent right to vote, 
by any law of nature or logic. The individual 
who is illiterate has a right to literacy. A voter 
qualification law in Georgia and in all other 
States should be accompanied by a law to provide 


| instruction, in all schools, for illiterates; and to 
| compel illiterates to attend such classes (as we

The former Roosevelt 


brain-truster stated that he based this view on three factors: The underlying stability of the nation’s Ss. 
economy, the existence of a number of “massive cushions,” 


and. the determination of the Adminis- 


tration “not to permit unemployment to get out of hand.” 


“No government can achieve absolute perfec- 
tion in preventing booms and busts,” Nathan 
said. “But from what I know of Administra- 
tion plans, it will come as close as possible to 
that goal. The new Congress, particularly, will 
be full-employment conscious. It will be pre- 

to take whatever measures are necessary 
te avert a depression. 

“Whatever deflationary or inflationary de 
velopments may occur, they will not be ef major 
dimensions. The picture for the next few years 
is extremely good, with a high level of pro- 
duction and employment. Both the Administra- 
tion and the Congress will not allow any dis- 
tortions that now exist in our economy te run 
wild. The Administration and the Congress have 
the means te head off a depression, and they 
will use them if necessary.” 

Nathan vigorously urged the appointment of 
Bernard M. Baruch, noted business leader and 
statesman, to a high Government post. Nathan 
held that Baruch’s presence in the Truman Cabi- 
met would be a tremendous force in creating 
world-wide confidence in U.S. economic stability. 

“The President should recall Mr. Baruch to 
public service,” Nathan declared. “Mr. Baruch’s 
great abilities and wide experience in business 
and public affairs are urgently needed. He is 
a statesman of unique stature and objectivity.

Wages: “Some increase in wages is practi- 
cally certain. However, labor will not predi- 
cate its wage demands on boosts in living costs. 
so much as on high corporate profits. Labor will 
demand a bigger share of the general prosperity.”

WASHINGTON—(f)—An Agri- 
culture Department survey indi- 
cated yesterday that farmers may 
not expand pork production as 
much in 1949 as the Government 
had recommended. 

Several months ago, Secretary 
of Agriculture Brannan urged a 17 
larger pig crop. next 
Spring. But a check of farmers’ 
plans showed a_ prospective 
crease of only about 10 percent. 

The coming 
provide the Nation’s pork supply 
next Fall and Winter. 

Brannan’s goal was designed to 
boost meat supplies to an annual 
average of 150 pounds per person 
by late 1949. The present con- 
sumption rate is about 145 pounds. 

Reports from the field say some 
farmers fear that big expansion 
in hogs next year would bring a 
sharp reduction in prices that 
would take the profit out of hog 
raising. They were said to have 
been influenced by the fact that 
the genera] level of farm prices 
has dropped about 12 percent this 
year.

Brannan had recommended at 
least 60,000,000. This year’s Spring

Rate Increase _ 
Needed To Meet 
Costs--Railroads 


W ASHINGTON—(/)—The 
roads said yesterday their pro- 
posed emergency freight rate in- 
crease would just about cover 
prospective wage increases and 
higher material costs in 1949. 

Jacob Aronson, Vice President 
of the New York Central and chief 
counsel for the rail industry in 
the rate case, made the estimate 
in a letter sent to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The railroads are asking the 
ICC for a new 13 percent freight 
rate increase. They ask quick au- 
thority to put on an eight percent 
increase while the question of the 
larger one is being studied. 

Aronson formally laid before 
the Commission a Presidential 
Emergency Board’s recommenda- 
tions for settling wage demands of 
the nonoperating brotherhoods. In 
a report last Friday, the Board 
recommended a seven cents an 
hour wage hike for most of these 
workers, effective as of last Oct. 
1, plus a reduction in their work- 
week from 48 to 40 hours, begin- 
ning next September. 

The plan has not yet been ac- 
cepted by either side. 

New wage rates for the operat- 
ing brotherhoods were agreed 
upon last October, based on a 10 
cents an hour increase.
